The museum in the second story of the library has been a con- 
stant source of pleasure and interest to our own people as well as 
to many visiting friends.

I submit herewith my seventeenth annual report, it being the 
thirty first in the series under union supervision. 

The rearrangement of the supervisory unions of the state in 1934 
brought about the dissolution of the former Jaffrey union No. 28 
and placed Troy and Fitzwilliam in the Marlborough union. 
Three towns were taken from the former Peterborough union No. 
47 and the towns of Peterborough, Dublin and Hancock were 
joined with Jaffrey, Rindge and Sharon to form the new Peter- 
borough-Jaffrey union. 

This consolidation has brought no disadvantage to the Rindge 
schools. The fact that the statistical tables show a total of 77 
teacher visits for the first twelve weeks as compared with 66 for 
the same period last year, indicates that the superior conditions 
for travel in the new union permit more frequent visits than were 
possible in the more scattered schools of the former union. 

The enrollment of the Rindge schools for the first twelve weeks 
of the present school year was 97. For the school year 1933-1934 
it was 106. Since the Christmas vacation the number has been 
still further reduced. 

Only one change occurred in the teaching force. Miss Martha 
A. Lord, who taught the East Rindge school for the last two 
years, resigned to accept another position, and Miss Marion G. 
Brown of Troy, a graduate of Keene Normal School, 1933 was 
elected to succeed her. 

Mrs. Stebbins is continuing her work as supervisor of music 
under the same arrangement as last year; teaching one period per 
week from September to November, and from the last of April 
until the summer vacation; and one period every other week from 
November to the April vacation. 

Miss Harris has been retained as school nurse, and has carefully 
looked after the remedial work. In addition to the regular appro- 
priation for the services of a school nurse the Federal allotment 
of $60 has been expended under the regulations of the Child 
Health Recovery Program in cases requiring operations for tonsils, 
dental work and visual corrections. 
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The distribution of free milk which was carried on under the 
direction of the State Board of Education with Federal funds was 
resumed in November of the present school year, and will be con- 
tinued until June. 

The total for teachers’ salaries for the present school year is 
slightly less than for 1933-1934, due to the change at East Rindge 
and the small enrollment in that school. 

The work of the Rindge schools is being carried on by well 
trained and conscientious teachers. Like other communities 
Rindge has its problem pupils, but every effort is being made to 
help to adjust these pupils to their school life. 

The excellent standing of many of the Rindge pupils in the 
Murdock School in Winchendon and Conant High School in 
Jaffrey, as well as in post secondary institutions, mdicate that 
pupils from the small school have no difficulty in competing with 
those from the larger towns and cities. 

The matter of school finances Is one of interest to every tax 
payer. I know that the school board has used every effort to keep 
down unnecessary expenses and at the same time offer suitable 
instruction, proper equipment and safe transportation for the 
pupils. 

The expense of maintaining four schools for less than one hun- 
dred pupils makes the per capita cost larger than it would be 
under a consolidated school system, but while the schools in East 
and West Rindge are smaller than in some previous years, the 
fact that the teachers in these schools have more opportunity for 
individual work with the primary grades than when the schools 
were larger, has a certain advantage. 

I desire at this time to sincerely thank the school board, teachers, 
pupils and parents for their help and support in carrying on the 
work of the Rindge schools. |
